In accordance with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a), this petition is being filed to 
permit this application to proceed without signature by all of the inventors. 

Submitted herewith is Form PTO- 1 533 as well as two declarations, one declaration signed 
by the inventors Tomlins, Brueckheimer and Stacey. The second declaration is signed by the 
inventor Shotton. Missing are signatures by the inventors Bhagat and Bernstein. 

The remaining two inventors, Bhagat and Bernstein were temporary employees who left 

the employment of the assignee of this application (Nortel Networks Limited) before the 

application was prepared and initially filed.
